bilities.

The editorial in 'the Machinists Journal follows:

S this war, like all wars, has produced its quota of heroes and brought 
into prominence many noble men and women, who fait that no sac- 
rifice was too great to make for their country, even to giving up life 


itself, so has it developed its auota of slackers and cowards; men who, 
although unwilling to make any personal, sacrifice, were ever ready to 
iprolit by the bloody conflict in which the nations of the world were en- 
igaged. These human vultures, who talked patriotism the loudest and de- 
:manded that men either work or fight, are not only absolutely devoid of 
honor, but lack the common instincts of decency with which most of this 
class endeavor to cloak their evil deeds. 


The profits accumulated- from, the misery and suffering of a stricken 


'.world have greatly increased the number of millionaires in this country, 


. -which in itself would not be so bad, had some of this type played the game 
- -fairly. But this they have not done. Not only are they guilty of cheat-

Chicago meat packers are unlawful- 
ly maintaining prestnt. .high pric;s 
of meat by keeping huge quantities 
in cold storage were made in the 
house Thursday, by Representative 
Fess, republican, Ohio, who, declared 
that congress should pass a. "per- 
suasive" resolution, " which ' wouH 
would make the' packers understand 
that the-people no longer would lib- 
erate such "high "handed practices." 


The Ohio representative presented 


figures which purported to show that 
the packers now have on.hand near- 
ly one and a half billion pounds of 
meat. 


This amount included big supplies, 


he said, 167,000,000 pounds of frozen 
beef, 27,000,000 pounds of cured b>ef. 
7,000,000 pounds of frozen lamb and 
mutton,' 138,000,000 pounds of frozen 
pork, 413,000,000 pounds of dry sa'-t 
pork, 427,000,000 pounds of pickled 
pork, 107,000,000 pounds of lard and 
113,000,000. pounds of miscellanejus 
goods. 


"This amount ^s in excess of the 


amount held-in storage a year ago,'
